In writing up from th e local edi­ 
torial column of T h e T el eg r a p h th e 
early h istory of Dixon, contained in 
th e daily doings of two or th ree score 
years ago, incidents are often recalled 
th at require more th an th e passing 
comments of a*sh ort paragraph . I t is 
often suggested th a t la feature of th e 
socalled “good old days” of fifty years 
ago, and a most commendable one, 
was th e faot th a t people suffered h ard­ 
sh ips th en with a ph ilosoph ical good 
natured grace Just as th ough th e 
h ard times m ust h av e been considered 
part of th e game;” and th e only 
way to look at it was “ to take th e 
medicine” w ith out a grumble. 
Th e 
reminders we often receiv e 
from old settlers are now enjoyed for 
th e reason th a t we cannot forget th a t 
th e h ardsh ips m igh t h av e been v ery 
much worse, th a t is to say h arder 
times th an th ose endured by our peo­ 
ple some times afflict pioneers.

steps of astrang er’s h ouse after th e 
sh ades of nigh t 
h av e fallen, 
and 
listens to th e peeping of th e frogs 
and feels th a t ev ery indiv idual peep 
seems to sink deep into h is h eart, as 
reminders of th e frogs th at sang so 
pleasantly in th e pond near h is own 
; h ome in th e far east—th ere is real 
sadness th a t driv es a boy nearly mad.

abov e all th e many million of people 
on earth , from wh om h e desired most 
to h ear. In fact th ere was no joy for 
h im th at would “a little b it” com­ 
pare with th e boundless eestacy h e 
would receiv e from reading th a t letter 
from h ome—a letter from moth er. 
I But, sad to relate, h e did not h av e 
eh e tenth cf twenty-fiv e cents to pay 
th e postage.

Mr. flreeley bent to his work 
us the man waxed eloquent A nervous 
m ovem ent now and then betrayed the 
p rinter’s 
irritation. 
He 
looked 
up 
shortly, his face kindling w ith anger. 
"H elp ! 
For God’s sake!” he shrilled 
Im p atiently, his hands flying in the air. 
T he p rinter seemed to be gasp ing for 
breath. 
“Go and stick your head out of the 
w indow and get through!” he shouted 
botly to the man.

It lodged at the Astor House, to 
leave a t 9 in the morning.

fore th a t hour the building w as flanked 
and fronted w ith tens of thousands, 
crow ding Broadw ay for three blocks, 
stuffing the wide mouth of P ark row 
and braced Into Vesey and Barclay 
streets. 
My editor assigned me to this 
Interesting event. 
I stood in the crowd th at morning 
and saw w hat w as really the begin­ 
ning of the w ar In New York. 
There 
,was no babble of voices, no im p atient 
call, no sound of idle jeering such as 
one is ap t to hear in a w aiting crowd. 
I t stood silent, each m an busy with 


th e rising current of his own emotions, 
solemnified by the faces all around 
him. 
The soldiers filed out up on the 
p avem ent, the p olice having kep t a 
w ay clear for them.

W here, llird Seed* Come Prom . 
W hat we call “canary seed” is the 
seed of a kind of grass, and all of it 
used in this country is im p orted from 
Europ e. 
Although the p lant th a t p roduces the 
rap e seed sup p lied to canaries is grown 
in the United States to some extent 
for fodder, all of this kind of seed re­ 
quired for the feeding of cage birds Is 
im p orted. 
Rap e seed comes m ainly from Abys­ 
sinia and India, w here the p lant th at 
p roduces it is cultivated for oil and 
also used as a condiment. 
Hemp seed, likewise fed to cage 
birds, is p roduced quite largely in Mis­ 
souri and adjacent states.

There are more ways of catching 
birds than by p utting salt on their 
tails. 
One of the oddest and a t the 
sam e tim e m ost successful is the use 
of a lime sm eared p ap er bag used 
for cap turing p heasants.

p ut on the Inside and a few p eas are 
drop p ed in for bait.

— W ithout a 
tremor tmd without a word Mrs. Mary 
Mabel Rogers marched to her death on 
the gallows at the state prison here 
end paid the penalty of murdering her 
husband, Marcus Rogers, at Benning­ 
ton on Aug. 13. 1902. 
To all appear­ 
ances Mrs. Rogers was the calmest 
person in the chamber of death. 
She 
faced her end with the same stoical 
indifference that had mark ed her de­ 
meanor ever since her arrest 
more 
than three y ears ago. 
Greatly to the 
relief of those officials who were as­ 
sisting in executing the sentence Mary 
Rogers’ last hour was remark ably free 
from harrowing incidents. It had been 
feared that the woman’s 
wonderful 
nerve would desert her at the final 
moment, and that she would be car­ 
ried to the scaffold in a state of col­ 
lapse. 
W as Dead in an Instant. 
Although the woman was not offi­ 
cially pronounced dead until 14 min­ 
utes and 30 seconds after the trap 
was sprung she evidently suffered no 
pain. 
Her neck was brok en at the 
second cervical vertebra and she lost 
consciousness instantly the drop fell. 
A few feeble convulsive movements of 
her pinioned hands were the only evi­ 
dences that vitality had survived the 
first shock . 
The drop fell at 1:13 p. 
m., and Mrs. Rogers was pronounced 
dead by the attendant 
phy sician at 
1:27 ^. 
The 
woman’s 
feet 
barely 
touched the floor for an instant, but 
the deputies on the platform of the 
scaffold immediately tightened the rope 
and raised the unconscious 
form a 
couple of indues. 
She H o ped U ntil th e Last. 
Up to within three hours of 
her 
death the woman consoled herself with- 
the hope that she would not he ex­ 
ecuted. 
It was shortly after 10 a. m. 
when she was informed that Governor 
Bell had denied her a third reprieve, 
the final effort for which had just been 
made by Mrs. Rogers’ attorney s. The 
hour set for the fail of the drop was 
between 1 and 2 o’clock , and soon after 
1 oYlock two deputies were dispatched 
to Mrs. Rogers’ cell to escort her to 
the death chamber. The guards found 
Mrs. Rogers receiving spiritual consola­ 
tion from Father Delaney , hrr confes­ 
sor, who on Thursday had adminis­ 
tered the sacram ent of holy commun­ 
ion to her.
